Hon! F, fi.-MacDiarmid, Minister 
of Public Works, declared _it w^^uld 
be unnecessary to impress upon the 
public the seriousness of the farm 
help fiituatidn. The Government had 
secured many men to go to farms^ 
but ihere was still a great demand 
lor "more men, and more men." He 
thought it the diity of employers to 
release eiJery man they could spare. 
Ten thousand mert would tide over 
tiie situation in Ontario. 

'It' might be possible for a great 
miny of tbe farmers to struggle 
along and- filially succeed in. bver- 
toming the difficulty Of lack of 
hijour," added the Minister of Pub- 
lic Works, "but this would result in 
the prei)aTations for nest year's 
crops being neglected."

ENCLOSED UFEBOA.T 

A NOVEL lifeboat of the en- 
closed type,' with -several entire- . 
Ij neW'featurcs, has just' been' in- 
dented by a man in Hampton, Va. 
(aiys the "Illustrated World"), The 
boat' was app'rdvcd recently by the 
tn<;pectors of the Department o£ 
Commerce, . . . 

One of .the. main features is a 
waterproof air. valve -whteb operates 
in such a nianoer that white veutila- ' 
tion !!(, constant, no' water, can en- 
ter. This valve is'made of a ruliber _ 
ball siippbrtedMin small pins inside 
a castrirpn. ball/ with pipes opening 
from bbthends. T.One.end opens to 
the outside aicand the other inside 
the boat. Thd air travels around 
the ball and thus enters, the boat» 
but water floats the ball and closes 
the openings Another eleven device 
13 a watertight oar-Tocks, which is 
closed to the sea fay a canvas sleeve 
attached around £he oar and slipped 
over an oval collar wfaieh surrounds 
the lock Opening. 

The passengers enter through 
manholes, which arc then closed 
dud, locked. In case there should 
be diuiculiy In ireeio(f the boat 
from the davits or cradles, all re- 
straining rbpea and cables can be 
freed from the interior of the boat 
by simply puUing a lever.
